Insects or sucking insects. 
Chewing insects bite off Aud 
swallow bits of the plaul tissue. 
Sucking insects have mouth parts 
that pierce the p’an 
tissue nnd 
suck out the Ute juices of the plant 
The kind of insecticide to use de­ 
pends on which of these two habits 
of feeding the insect pursues. 
Just a word of caution to the 
gardener in the use of sprays. He 
should always have a good reason 
for spraying 
Insecticides are eel 
dom if ever beneficial to the plant 
Itself. 
Improperly prepared 
they 
are sometimes too strong for ten­ 
der foliage and delicate flowers, 
and injure them. 
Sometimes It is difficult to con­ 
trol the insect and at the same 
time not injure the beauty of the 
blooms.

It Is best not to spray Br 
unless the insect is a real danger 
or Us caught actually damaging the 
plant. 
If there are only a few plants to 
protect, it is preferable to pick off 
the infested leaves or to remove 
and kill the insects by hand.
